Wives Can Lose Money Working 


By ORESSA TEAGARDEN 


LOUISVILLE, Jan. 31—(NANA)—lIf you are 
@ married woman and are publicly employed at 
@ salary of less than $40 a week, chances are 
you are actually working for nothing, or at best 
enly a few cents. 

Moreover, if your salary is under $40 and 
your husband's salary is $75 or more, you are 
werking for less than nothing—you're putting the 
family budget in the red. 

Of course, most married women who work 
eutside their homes do so for reasons other than 
financial. Either they prefer outside work to 
hhousework or they work to buy for themselves 
the additional luxuries that the extra pay check 


provides. 

- But did you, who are in the below-40-a-week 
bracket, ever take time to count the cost of the 
luxuries you purchase as compared to the neces- 
sities you have to buy because you work? 

Have you counted the cost of the extra cloth- 
ing incidental to your job? The extra cleaning 
end laundry bills? The carfare, lunches and 
scores of items you buy because you work—the 
things you would need in less quantity if you 
were a housewife’ 

A waitress whose take-home pay is about 
$22.50 took inventory and discovered that it cost 
her salary, and more, to work. 

She estimated that her clothing bill—for the 
things she buys to wear to work—amounts to 
about $225 a year, or around $4.30 a week. Car- 
fare for six days added another $1, dry cleaning

and laundry $3.20, lunches $4.50, cosmetics and 
miscellaneous $3. 

Her remaining $4.50 a week is more than ab- 
sorbed by her husband’s income tax. On his 
weekly salary of $50 his tax amounts to $6.77. 
That leaves the total family income $2.27 in the 
red because she works. 

An office worker whose salary is $35 a week 
and whose wardrobe requirements are greater for 
her job than those of the waitress, listed the fol- 


lowing figures on a weekly basis:

“The figures,” ‘she commented, “would indl- | 
cate that I have about $10.35 to add to the fam- 
ily income. But I have exactly nothing. Be- | 
cause I ‘work and am therefore nof listed as my | 
husband's dependent, his income tax deduction 
makes up for my $10.35. 

“In fact, $10 is the minimum he pays to 
Unele Sam each week; some weeks the deduc- 
tion is nearly double that amount.” 

“While it’s true that my dependency weuld 
net account for all his tax deduction, it still 
averages enough, because I work, to make my 
job a financial liability.”

Dr. Foster said the philosophy 
behind Gandhi’s fasts was one of 
making’ your adversary realize 
that you were enough interested in 
your cause to suffer for it, but 
at the same time did not intend ‘io 
exact a penalty from him. The 
fast had the effect of making Gan- 
dhi’s opponents feel sorry for him, 
or, in another sense, feel charitable 
toward him. 

Dr. Foster recalled how Gandhi 
had used this “turn the other r 
cheek” philosophy to India’s bene- 
fit. One of his most notable fasts 
occurred while Lord Halifax was 
Viceroy of India. Gandhi had been 
jailed for protesting a salt tax 
levied by the British. He then 
began one of his fasts. Lord Hali- 
fax, naturally, became disturbed. 
Fearful that the Hindu leader 
would starve to death while -n 
jail, he ordered his release, then 
had Gandhi as his guest in New 
Delhi’s Government House. “The 
whole thing broke up in a prayer 
meeting,” says Dr. Foster. 

Dr. Foster explained Gandhi's 
attire—the homespun, sacklike 
dhoti. He wears it, she says, be- 
cause it is the conventional dress 
of the Indian coolie. Gandhi lived 
on six cents a day, which was the 
standard of living of the.Indian 
coolie. His philosophy caused him 
to believe that the only way one

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Last of the ‘Fool Flying Tinkerers 


It is almost incredible that in a time 
when around-the-world flights are com- 
monplace and, every day sees frequent 
scheduled flights winging their way across 
the oceans of the world; when aircraft 
carry more than 200 men; when jet-pro- 
pelled craft approach the speed of-sound, 
that one of the two men who flew the 
world’s first aircraft should just have died 
at his home aj Dayton, Ohio, at an average 
sort of old age of 76. | 


Orville Wright made the first free flight 
in a motor-driven, heavier-than-air air- 
craft gn Dec. 17, 1903, at Kittyhawk, N. C., 
where the brothers had gone to escape 
curious: eyes and to get prevailing winds. 
His brother, Wilbur, pushed the plane, 
with its small engine going full speed, 
along a wooden track so as to give it added 
speed. With Orville lying prone on the 
bottom wing of the two-winged box kite, 
made of bamboo and silk, and powered 
by a small engine, the strange craft rose 
in the air and flew for 12 seconds. 


That night in Dayton, Ohio, an excited 
sister of the brothers telephoned a Dayton 
newspaper and said, “I have just had a 
wire from my brothers and they say they 
made a successful flight.” 

“That's good,” said the night city editor, 
“I hope they will be home for Christmas.” 

The paper carried nothing. Only a few 
papers reported it and most of these had 
it on inside pages. The world didn’t be- 
lieve man could fly. Ministers were 


preaching that it was against God’s will 
and the Wright brothers were regarded 
as eccentric dreamers trying to do what 
was impossible. Much fun was made of 
them and their neighbors referred to them 
as those “tinkering fools.” 

But, today, as great craft carry tons of 
freight and passengers; as new designs call 
for ships which can fly halfway around 
the world without refueling, it is interest- 
ing to note that all of these giants still de- 
pend on ideas that were incorporated in 
that first flimsy machine of bamboo and 
silk which amazed the world by flying 
through the air for 12 seconds. 

It also is almost impossible to believe 
that it was 1908 when the United States 
Army bought its first aircraft, and that 
in the recent war our aircraft numbered 
in the tens of thousands. 

That jealous scientists in this country 
should have refused, with great and stu- 
pid pettiness, to recognize the Wright 
claims for many years, is the ugliest part 
of the story of the first flight. 

The Wrights gave to the world a great 
boon to mankind in times of peace, and to 
war a weapon which has left large por- 
tions of the world in a shattered, broken 
condition. 

The horizons of the future still retreat 
and, even as the soul of the last of the 
two great pioneers and inventors takes 
flight, the scientists are designing even 
greater craft which will be a boon or a 
curse to man—as man wills it. 


Emory Enlarges Its Medical Class 


Thanks to the generosity of an anony- 
mous benefactor, Emory University has 
been provided with the facilities to ex- 
‘pand its freshman medical class from 60 
‘to 72. 

The dozen additional doctors which 
will thus ultimately be provided annually 
will, of course, be but a fraction of the 
number the South urgently needs to as- 
sure adequate medical care. But it is at 
least a step in the right direction.

We hope the same mistake will not be

and there is reason to believe it will not 
be. European farmers, on the whole, are 
not mechanically minded for the obvious 
reason that machinery never has been 
used there to the extent that it is in this 
country. 

There is a story, for instance, of a 
group of French farmers who pooled their 
funds and purchased an American thresh- 
ing machine. It was, they thought, a beau-

Curious Some months ago I wrote a column saying that in my 
opinion Mrs. Roosevelt was the greatest American 
woman of her time and a very great lady. 


I commented, too, on the curious and shameful fact that it was 
mostly the American males who exhibited their own type of man- 
hood by repeating and circulating mean and vile stories about her: 
and that she consequently had been the victim of countless false 
and scurrilous stories. Because she spoke up for justice for the 
Negro and said social equality was a matter of personal choice, 
and not of law, there were stories she had danced with Negroes 
and had been refused entry into hotels because she sought te bring 
Negroes in with her.

Delving Into Heroism 
Of an African Chief 


A few days ago, having occasion to consult 
some reference books on another matter, I came, 
by chance, upon the Amistad Case. Idly read- 

ing, it occurred to me that here was the bald outline — story 
of a man who deserves an honored niche in the annals of his 
time, a® a hero and a leader. | 

Furthermore, a prominent actor in the affair was a Ceorgian, 
John Forsyth, Secretary of State under President Van Buren, A 
man who had been minister te Spain, member of Congress and 
U. S. Senator from Georgia, Governor of Georgia, and had held 
other important posts. 


. It began in 1839. In 1820 the Spanish 
The Story of Cinque government had prahibited importation 
of slaves from Africa into its dominions. Nevertheless, the black- 
birders kept up their trade under various rather obviousgsubter- 
fuges. 

In 1839 the slavers captured a largish group of Sierra Leone 
natives, including their chief, named Cinque. They were shipped 
to Havana and there bought by two Cuban planters and shipped 
on a vessel named L’Amistad for Puerto Principe. Passport had been 
obtained from the Governor of Cuba by falsely claiming the Negroes 
were domestic slaves, born in Cuba. | 


: >? Cinque, the chief, organized a revolt and, 
Hero, or Pirate! when four days at sea, led the Negroes in 


a revolt in which the captain and another of the crew were killed, 


two others were wounded. All whites were made prisoner but set | 


ashore unharmed except for the two planters. Cinque made these 
understand they were to sail the ship for Africa. 

But the two Cuban planters managed, due to the ignorance of 
the Negroes about navigation, to sail the ship near to Long Island, 
New York. A Lt. Gedney, of the Coast Survey, decided the 
L, Amistad was a “‘suspicious”’ vessel and went out in the brig Wash. 
ington and seized her. 

One of the Cuban planters declared himself owner of the Ne- 
groes, accused them of piracy and demanded U. S. protection. Ged- 
ney took charge of the Negroes, claimed the vessel as a “prize 
rescued from pirates” and brought all to New London, Conn. The 
Negroes were jailed at New Haven, formally charged with murder 
on the high seas and set for trial at Hartford. ' 


: But the Minister from Spain demanded that 
Pirates or Cargo? the U. S. authorities turn the Negroes over 
to the Cuban, stating they were slaves and his property. 

It is unnecessary here to follow all the legal complications which 
ensued. Georgia’s John Forsyth, then Secretary of State, came into 


the story when the U. S. Attorney for Connecticut asked if the | 


Negroes should not be turned over to the Spanish authorities with- 
out any trial in this country. Backed by President Van Buren, 
Sec. Forsyth warned the District Attorney not to let the vessel, 
cargo or slaves get beyond control of the Federal Government, 

Confusion was caused by the claim that, if the Negroes were 
slaves, they constituted the cargo of the ship and could hardly, as 
pirates, seize themselves. In other words, they couldn't be both 
pirates and cargo. 

Anyway, the result was that the Negroes were freed, on the argu- 
ment they were kidnaped foreigners, and that such kidnaping was 
not only not protected by either VU. S. or Spanish law, but was 
directly contrary to both. 

The case set an important precedent in the laws on slavery. 
After their liberation, the Negroes were taken to Farmington, Conn., 
where they were well cared for, given the rudiments of education 
and, in a short while, sent back to Africa in the care of mission- 
aries who later established a mission station in their district under 
the protection and sponsorship of Cinque, the chief. 

You can only glimpse a little of the human story through the 
screen of legalities and cold analyses of the law. But the story 
of Cinque appealed to me as the story of a hero, a worthy leader 
of his people, be they savage blacks of darkest Africa or of the 
great nations of the earth.

Furthermore, said Holman, gazing owl- 
ishly through his rimless eyeglasses at the 
lawgivers, there is some question whether 
ye price of butter is too high. He had 
figures to prove his thesis: In 1939 butter 
cost 32 cents a pound; now it is 88 cents. 
But, he added, in 1939 the average man 
earned 63 cents an hour; now he gets $1.26. 


“We marvel that the price increases since the 
end of price controls have not been greater than 
they are,” he said. 


And along came Prof. Hartley W. Cross, of the 
Consumers’ Union of New York, wearing an 
amazed expression.

The angle of radiation 
is low and the radiation resistance 
high. All of these factors go to- 
gether to make up a good antenna. 
However, the extreme length and 
space requirements of the rhombic, 
plus the fact that it cannot be ro- 
tated, prevent the majority of us 
from using it. It is well to keep 
the aforementioned advantages in 
mind when designing any antenna, 
the multi-element array not ex: 
cluded. 

On 20 and 10 meters, the most 
usable energy is confined to ver- 
tieal angles of 10 degrees and 
lower, and therefore the anten- 
na should be designed with this 
in mind. Substantially more 
gain can be realized from verti- 
cal directivity than can be 
achieved from increased hori- 


zontal directivity, although both | 


have their advantages. It .was 
with these thoughts in mind that 
W4FBH and I proceeded to build 
the “Lazy H” with reflectors 
and directors for 10-meter opers- 
tion. 

The Lazy H antenna is simply 
two half waves in phase. The 
spacing between the lower and up 
per set of half-waves is a half 
wave. Two half-waves in phase co 
linear preduce a gain of only 1.8 
decibels over a dipole radiator. 

However, when stacking two of 
these antennas, as in the Lazy H, 
a gain of 6 decibels results. The 
improved gain from stacking 
comes primarily from ‘increased 
low angle radiation. The horizontal 
directivity will be practically un- 
affected. Backing the Lazy H with 
a refiector curtain makes the ar. 
ray unidirectional and increases 
the gain by approximately 3 db. 
Going one step farther and adding 
@ curtain of directors brings the 
gain up additionally and improves 
the forward gain and front to 
back ratio.

Coupling to the array is effect- 
ed by the inductive coupling meth- 
od which we found best. It al- 
lows for continuous rotation of 
the array and is easily adjusted to 
the feed line and antenna. This 
method consists of two loops of 
copper tubing with a diameter of 
ll inches, split about two inches 
on one side for coupling to the 
teed line or antenna. The upper 
loop is mounted to the lower sup. 
porting structure and the lower 
loop is mounted on standoffs fixed 
to the top of the tower: the spac- 
ing between loops is about one 
inch. It was found necessary to 
tune the lower loop by shunting 
it with a 50 mmf variable con 
denser. 

Reports indicate that the an- 
tenna is doing better than any 
other we have tried. Some minor 
mechanical changes are still to be

--If They'll Vote

Women Democrats, in State Conven- 
tion assembled last week, heard their lead- 
ers say that women will rule America if 

but vote. The theory is that there are a lot of women 
to vote, and if all of them use their franchise, 


their voice will be the dominant note in local and national 


government. 

In Germany they are calling it “Operation Frauen.” 

Mrs. Ambrose N. Diehl], President of the National Coun- 
cil of Women of U. S. A., and Chairman of the International 
Relations Department, General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, is making a round-the-world plane trip to survey 
conditions in foreign countries. One of her objectives is 
to learn what organized women are doing to aid war-rav- 
aged populations and further international understanding. 

™ a signed article for International News Service, Mrs. Diehl 
says there are five women to every man in Germany, and if an 
election were held today, women would cast the majority of votes. 

“Don’t think the Russians are not conscious of this,” she 
said. “They are concentrating on winning the women of Ger- 
many te Communism. 

“German women naturally hate Russians and are anti-Commu- 
nistic, but talk with German women and they frankly adnfit that 
if they are to survive, it is a simple case of ‘on which side is our 
bread buttered.’ 

“There are three women's political organizations now existing 
and licensed in the four German zones: the Social Democratic 
Party, which we would call ‘left of center’ but not Communist; 
the Christian Democratic Party, which is definifjely conservative 
and ‘to the right,’ and the Social Unity Party, which is positively 
Communistic. 

“This week one of the old non-partisan women’s organizations 
is being revived and licensed to organize in all zones under a new 
name. 

“While Congress and the politicians hash over the Mar- 
shall Pian, I would urge American women to clear out the 
attics and closets and scrap bags, bundle up old shoes, cloth- 
ing. odds and ends of good material and send them directly, 
addressed personally, either to Mrs. Anthony J. Biddle, care 
EUCOM, APO 807, Postmaster, U. 8. Army, or to Mrs. Fred 
Deveraux, OMGUS, APO 1742, Postmaster, U. 8. Army.

Incidentally, before women really gain any authority in Gov- 
ernment circles they will have to laugh off a bit of propaganda 
that surrounds politics like an evil vapor. 

“Politics,” the rumor has it, “is cheap. Who wants to get mixed 
up with those scalawa#gs? Surely no lady.. .” 

It has been a smart, effective campaign. It has long diverted 
many clean, honest young men away from politics, because it is 
such a “dirty business,” and women of real intellect sidestep be- 
cause it is still considered vulgar. 

Vulgar, yes, but so are war and hate and international robbery, 
and so are taxes and squabbles over power. 

But politics avoids no one because it is vulgar. 

And for those women who believe political activity removes them 
from the realm of acceptance in their community, consider this: 

Eleanor Roosevelt has been announced as the first of 10 living 
Americans currently most popular with. American women. She 
was chosen in a nation-wide poll by the Woman’s Home Companion, 
because of her “independence, enthusiasm, personality and energy.” 
The voters added that “although they admire her work with the 
United Nations they do not always agree with her opinions.” 

two other women made the first 10. Sister Kenny, the 
infantile paralysis leader, was chosen by the insistent vote of Amer- 
ican women for her work on behalf of crippled children, and Helen 
Keller, the great deaf and blind humanitarian, was tenth. 

None of those women has run from taking sides on issues, 
nor have they hesitated to speak their mind. 

Georgia women will have to do it if they are to live up to 
what is expected of them.

imprisoned for life. 

The public execution of her sen- 
tence excited universal sympathy. 
Even members of the nobility visited 
her in prison and brought her gifts. 
When she escaped from the jail and 
fled to land, the people of Paris 
said the een ordered her freed. 

They were convinced that Marie 
Antoinette had purchased the dia- 
mond necklace, and that Jeanne had 
first been her agent and afterwards 
a sacrifice to the royal reputation. 

The hostile by-standers thought of 
kindly Jeanne as they watched the 
Queen die on the scaffold.

SURVEY of vital statistics on 
A debutante stag lines reveals 
the surprising fact that a girl 
has a much better chance of finding 
her Dream Prince at a strawberry 
social than at a swank cotillion ball. 

The boys a girl meets at her debut 
she usually has met before, at school 
dances—and passed up. Often they 
are engaged, dull or over-age. ‘The 
stags with personality, good looks and 
husbandly possibilities are almost 
gone, ’ 

Only in New York, which this 
year is producing 300 debutantes and 
twice aS many parties, does the stag 
line retain some of the “surprise 
packages.” 

Boston, San Francisco and Chicago 
have swung batk to the old tradition 
that Family & Fortune are more im- 
portant than Charm in picking the 
stag line personnel. 

In Baltimore it is virtually impos- 
Sible to bluff or sneak a stag into 
the invitation lists. In the City of 
White Steps, the Bachelors Cotillon 
has.complete control over stag line 
and debutante alike,

requirements ‘based on blood lines and 
social position to bow at the Cotillon 
and the scrutiny of the stag line is 
equally careful. 

No Baltimore boy is eligible for 
the stag line list unless he has lived 
three consecutive years elsewhere and 
has the sponsorship of the august 
Cotillon board or inherits his mem- 
bership from his father, - 


The two-part Cotillon.the first a 


formal ball to introduce the chosen 
debutantes, and the second a slightly 
less hidebound affair—-take places 
annually in the old Lyric Theatre. 

The average age of the patrons is 
well over 40, 

New York is the last real stamp- 
ing ground of the stag with more 
personality and pep than social posi- 
tion. But social secretaries insist that 
their lists of 1800 “reasonably well-in- 


vestigated” stags will be drastically 
slashed next year, 

The Manhattan debs disagree, how- 
ever. If.a boy is reasonably person- 
able, the debutantes insist, they can 
get his name from the top boys’ 
schools, social register or other ac- 
cepted invitation lists. Every deb 
likes to have four stags she can call 
her own in any line and the deter- 
mination to thus insure popularity ac- 
counts for many of the social un- 
knowns who are getting bids to the 
subscription and charity balls. 

The social secretaries who make 
up the lista allow the debutantes to 
vote on whether or rot each nominee 
is “eligible.” ‘The debutantes vote 
through any boy recommended by a 
friend—or, if not a friend, a girl with 
“good taste in men.” 

The New York girls enjoy added 
chances of finding a Dream Prince 
because of the custom of inviting 
West Point and Annapolis cadets to 
dress up the larger balls. Last year 
the “Winter Ball” subscription dance 
even went so far as to invite all the 
East Coast football heroes. This en- 
livened the stag line and the ball 
considerably. 

Chicago, rapidly returning to the 
days of the formal debut and the 
guaranteed stag Wine, has had a 
struggle revamping its _ invitation 
lists. Some of the “right” boys pre-’ 
ferred the New York debut season 
and with only two social secretaries

checking up on names submitted, 

quite a few stags of doubtful back- 

ground turn up on the Chicago lists. 

Many more go in for “gate crashing.” 

In Chicago it is not even necessary 
to own a set of white-tie-and-talls and 
few parents hire a door-checker 
versed in the art of spotting crashers. 
But the debutantes themselves, being 
less “sophisticated” than their Man- 
hattan counterparts, frown on stags 
not endorsed by “the right people.” 

Tradition-steeped Boston, oddly 
enough, lets Harvard University do 
most of the separating of sheep from 
goats. The Back Bay social secretary, 
Mrs. F. Cobb Chilton, annually 
plumps out her stag line list with 
additions of Harvard boys who make 
the university's exclusive clubs, 

If a boy makes one of the blue 
chip clubs, Mrs. Chilton and her debu- 
tante clients assume he has been in- 
vestigated and found acceptable. Up- 
wards of 60 per cent of the Boston 
stag liners are unknown out-of-town- 
ers with only a membership in Har- 
vard clubs to recommend them, 

San Francisco, like Baltimore, in- 
troduces its daughters to adult society 
via large and formal cotillions. The 
West Coast version is only slightly 
less careful in its selection of stags 
than Baltimore and also believes in 
blood lines and long acquaintance. 

Following the old, accepted pat- 
tern that the boys who met the debu- 
tantes at the right dancing schools 
make the most acceptable stags, San 
Francisco's unofficial social arbiter, 
charming and welPbred Mrs. Nion 
Tucker, recruits the bulk of the stag 
line from the Bachelor’s Club. 

This group of stagliners con- 
sists of the West Coast's moat eligible 
bachelors and changes annually, ac 
cording to past performance. Mrs. 
Tucker and her cotillion board sup- 
plement the Bachelor’s Club list with 
names submitted by very responsible 
and socially © geygass “ape citizens. 

: e boy who makes the 
Cotillion lists is almost 
automatically included in all 
debutante parties calling 
for a stag line. But the 
West is cautious about its 
stags. No football heroes 
or playboys need apply. 

The society girl in search of a 
Dream Prince and the boy interested 
in playing the debut season had 
better go east. New York is the like- 
liest happy hunjing ground—-for deb 
and stag alike.

HEN Max Shoop left on his 
WY uisson to Unoccupied France 

in the summer of 1942, his 
wife, Betty, was sure he’d come back 
to her some day. 

Unlike so many other wives and 
sweethearts, she didn't worry about 
the mademoiselies from Paris, or 
Armentieres, or wherever her hus- 
— OSS assignment might take 

m. 

Her Max was beyond alli that. A 
noted international lawyer, he was 
almost 60 when he left and looked 
older. Besides he was large and bald- 
ish and had been married 27 years. 
No man, it seemed, could be more 
immune to feminine blandishments. 

Mrs. Shoop knows better now. Max 
hasn't come home yet and says he 
isn’t going to any more. 

His heart, he says, belongs to a 
petite Parisienne named Odette. He’s 
62 now and Odette’s only 32, but he 
insists she’s the only woman in the 
world for him and that he'll marry 
her as soon as it can be arranged. 

He and the lovely Odette, then the 
wife of a Paris art gallery owner, 
met in Switzerland after the German 
occupation of all of France had ended 
his government activities there. 

It wasn’t long before love was in 
full bloom on the Alpine slopes and 
Odette and Max were dreaming of 
matrimony. Odette sued her husband 
for divorce and Max asked his wife 
in New York to give him his freedom. 

He persuaded a friend, William 
Cc. Bullitt, former Ambassador to 
Russia and France, to be his John 
Alden in reverse—to explain the sit- 
uation to his wife. When Bullitt 
arrived at her home with a letter 
from Max, Mrs. Shoop says, it was 
the first time she heard of her hus- 
band’s new attachment. 
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With His Sweetheart Snuggling Close to His Side 
the Lawyer Wrote His Wife From Paris: '‘My Very 
‘Dear Betty, Something New and Greater Has 
Come Into My Life. I Can't Live Without Odette.” 


That was in August, 1945, and the 
letter -acknowledged Max’s infatua- 
tion for Odette and suggested that 
Mrs. Shoop might find it easy to get 
a divorce from him in New York. 

Mrs. Shoop says she cabled her 


husband that she was “shocked and 


bewildered” and that he wrote her 
again in September. 

In this letter, he addressed her as 
“My very dear Betty” and professed 
his love and affection for her. But, 
he explained, “something new and 
greater has come into my life. I 
can’t live without Odette, We must 
be together—..and we want to have a 
child. This means that you and I 
must separate. And how shall we 
live? There is only one. possible 
course.” 

He suggested that mayDe Betty 
didn’t want to return to Paris (the 
Shoops lrad lived there previously) 
since living conditions were deplor- 
able and he had just been named as 
corespondent by the defense in 
Odette’s divorce proceeding against 
her husband. 

He’d be happy to have her near by, 
however, he wrote, “and to be old 


pals, aS many divorced couples are, 
and to see each other lots.” 

He also assured he® that Odette 
would be cordial to her and that she'd 
like Odette. 
very sensitive and very 
“except that she has been foolish 
enough to fall deeply in love with a 
man who could easily be her father.” 

He wound up by renewing his 
request that she divorce him in New 
York. 

Mrs. Shoop refused to act and in 
April, 1946, Max brought suit against 
her in Paris. In New York, she moved 
to restrain him from seeking a di- 
vorce outside of New York State. 

“His attempt to sue me for a 
divorce in France,” she declared, “is 
simply the desperate act of a spouse 
who wishes to be free of his mar- 
riage, but has no ground therefor.” 

But the Supreme Court denied her 
motion and she lost an appeal to the 
higher Appellate Division. 

In her papers, Mrs. Shoop says she 
and Max were married in Philadelphia 
in 1915 and moved to Paris in 1928 
when he was made head of the Euro- 
pean office of Sullivan and Cromwell,

prominent Wall Street legal firm. 

They left Paris at the time of the 
German occupation in 1940 and, after 
months in Madrid, returned to New 
York in December. He was sent on 
his government mission in August, 
1942. In 1945—after meeting and 
planning to marry Odette—he became 
a Paris partner of Coudert Freres. 

“Although I have not seen my hus- 
band since he went abroad in 1942,” 
says Mrs. Shoop, “it had been my 
constant expectation and desire that 
he would return to me in New York 
or that I would join him in Paris.” 

Mrs. Shoop, who admits she is the 
same age as her husband, is the 
daughter of the late Fleming H. 
Revell, millionaire New York religious 
and hymn book publisher. 

Her brother, Fleming H. Revell, 
Jr., Was a principal in a spectacular 
matrimonial case back in 1929. He 
was granted a divorce from his wife, 
Marian, after witnesses had testified 
about her reputed indiscretions with 
the family chauffeur. 

A few days later, the ex-Mrs. 
Revell and the chauffeur were ar- 
rested following a boisterous celebra- 
tion of her $79,000 settlement. The 
chauffeur was sent to jail for 30 days 
and Mrs. Revell, collapsing in court, 
got a suspended sentence. 

By way of bringing her own case 
up to date, Mrs. Shoop says that she 
has learned that Odette has already. 
divorced her husband and is waiting 
for Max to get his decree. 

Mrs. Shoop says they can expect 
no help from her. 

“TI do not care,” she explains, “to 
have another woman parading around 
as Mrs. Max Shoop.”

IEODORE (TED) MARBURG, JR., was the 
despair of ambitious mothers with debutante 
daughters at the time of World War Il. 

The daughters sighed as they contemplated the 
tall, dark and handsome young man with the 
dashing mustache. The mothers, in Baltimore 
and London society, fretted and fumed as they 
contemplated his wealth and social position. 

He had everything——except a willingness to 
embrace a career as a husband. Every time it 
appeared he was weakening, he departed abruptly 
from the drawing rooms of.two continents to be 
reunited with one of his two true loves; a ranch 
in Arizona or an airplane in England. 

Mothers and daughters sighed in unison: 

“He will never marry.” 

‘But he did marry—twice. One union to end in 
mystery, one in tragedy. The mention of his 
name today, 25 years after his death, causes many 
a matron in Baltimore and Itondon to revive the 
question that will never be answered: , 

“T wonder, if he had married me, what would 
have happened?” 


His father, Theodore Marburg, Sr., was one of 


Baltimore’s leading citizens when young Ted was 
growing to manhood. 

The e'der Marburg had inherited a large por- 
tion of a tobacco fortune, and when the firm

was sold in 1891, he retired to study international 
affairs and write books on history and finance. 
Regular visitors at the Marburg. home on 
Baltimore’s Mount Vernon place were William 
Howard Taft and his family. The friendship 
started when Taft was a judge, lasted during his 
terms as Governor General of the Philippines, 
Secretary of War, and, eventually, President. 
When Helen Taft made her debut at Balti- 
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more’s Bachelors Cotillon, the Marburg family 
acted as her sponsor. When President Taft wanted 
an able man to serve as Ambassador to Bélgium 
in 1912, Theodore Marburg was appointed. 

Ted Marburg was 18 when his father’s ap- 
pointment was confirmed, and he had a mind of 
his own. Instead of going to Brussels with his 
family, he went to Arizona, to finish his prepara- 
tory schooling at the Evans Ranch School. 

He had no time for romance, but his beautiful 
sister, Christine, did. In Europe she met Jonkheer 
Alidius Warmoldus Lambertus Tjarda von Star- 
keenergh-Stachemwer, then secretary of the Dutch 
legation in Brussels; married him in 1915 in 
Baltimore after he had been sent to Washington. 

Theodore Marburg served nearly two years as 
Ambassador and was succeeded by Brand Whit- 
lock, appointee of President Wilson. 

So much for young Ted’s impressive back- 
ground. To return to him as an individualist— 

From Arizona he went to England, enrolled at 
Oxford, and embraced his second love: aviation. 

He was just learning to fly the biplanes of 
1914 when the World War broke out. With his 
fellow students he offered his services to England. 
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His classmates were ted, but the British 
government pigeon-holed young Marburg’s appli- 
cation. After all, he was not a British subject. 

But the government reconsidered as the months 
went by and he was assigned to the Royal Flying 
Corps, as the fledgling air corps was known. 

After intensive training in England he was 
sent to France in the autumn of 1915 and his 
daring won him the respect of fighting men on 
both sides of No Man’s Land. 

His daring, likewise, caused his frail craft to 
crash over the front lines of Northern France in 
December, 1915. British Tommies removed him 
from the crushed cockpit and carried him back 
to a field hospital. 

Surgeons first concentrated on head injuries 
as the more serious, then discovered blood ppison- 
ing in his’ crushed leg. They amputated—and 
dashing Ted Marburg was informed he must say 
good-by to his two loves, horseback riding and 
flying. All this at 22. 

He grinned and told the doctors they were 
whee they loaded him on a hospital ship bound 
for giand, and prolonged hospital treatments. 


BALTIMORE newspapers published pictures of 
the young hero, along with the comment that 
he would be returning home soon, and beautiful 
young ladies announced bravely that they would 
be proud to dedicate their lives to the handsome 
young man, despite his handicap. At least, his 
heart had escaped unscathed. But it didn’t. 

Yourlg Marburg came back to the United 
States in 1916, not only with a wife but with a 
three-year-old stepdaughter. Hig father, who had 
rushed to England when notified of Ted's crash, 
helped make the introductions. 

The bride had been the Baroness Geselle de 
Vavario, a beautiful Belgian divorcee, and they 
had met in England. 

“Had she nursed him back to health?” 

“Not quite that dramatic, or romantic,” Ted 
grinned. “We met before I left for France.” 

Baltimore society liked the petite brunette 
bride and feted her continuously while her hero 
husband was in Johns Hopkins Hospital for further 
treatment. His furlough ended, in November, 
1916, he went back to England to rejoin the Royal 
Flying Corps as instructor and recruiting officer. 
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The Handsome and Wealthy Baltimore 
Socialite Pursued Happiness Until It 
Came Within Reach and Then 
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Mrs. Theodore Marburg, Jr., joined him later. 

When the war ended in November, 1918, he 
was on instruction duty at Shoreham, near 
Brighton, where his wife was living. 

But, when he came back to the United States, 
he came alone. The former baroness never did 
rejoin him. 

It was explained that she had remained in 
France to take the baths at Trouville; an explana- 
tion that caused many a pencilled eyebrow to lift. 

Baltimore bustled in an effort to take young 
Marburg’s mind off his “troubles,” but he didn’t 
tarry long in his home town. 

After the loss of his leg he had sought vainly 
to be restored as a pilot, but the handicap had 
grounded him. And the loss of one love, flying, 
along with an unsuccessful marriage prompted 
him. to turn to ranch life, again. 

This time he passed up Arizona and went to 
Mexico as assistant manager of a large rancho. 

None of the Marburg friends was surprised 
when, in August, 1921, Theodore Marburg, Jr., 
was divorced in Santa Cruz county, Arizona, the 
grounds being abandonmrent by his Belgian wife. 
His father made this statement: 

“Mrs. Marburg and I are reconciled to the 
situation. It seemed impossible to achieve an 
adjustment of the Baroness’ Latin temperament 
with my son’s temperament. She refused to live 
the ranch life in Mexico with him; never went 
there, in fact, and divorce was decided as the best

way to settle everything.” 

After the divorce, young Marburg returned to 
Baltimore, where he again confounded who 
had maintained he was not the marrying type. 
He wooed and won beautiful Harriet de Forrest 
Brown, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. George Brown, 
of the wealthy Baltimore banking family. 

In addition to her Baltimore background, she 
was a niece of Mrs. Stanley Field, and also a 
niece of Mrs. Honore Palmer of Chicago’s power- 
ful Potter Palmer family. 


T HE wedding, early in 1922, was naturally the 
major social event of the Baltimore season. 
After the honeymoon, friends wondered, out loud, 
where the couple woulé& make their home. Would 
the new Mrs. Marburg be content to leave her gay 
social life to settle down on an isolated ranch? 

The young couple answered the question in a 
matter of fact manner. Harriet would remain in 
Baltimore until Ted could visit the ranch and 
do a little modernizing around the ranch house. 
When this had been accomplished, probably in a 
few weeks, his bride would join him. 

Ted went to Mexico, made out his first shop- 
ping list, and then drove into the near-by town of 
Magdalena to make his purchases. 

In the store he admired a pistol, bought it, 
and started for his car. 

A few minutes later there was a sharp ex- 
plosion, and the er rushed out ‘to find 
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the young American unconscious in the automo- 
bile, a bullet wound in his head. 

Death took place within the week. Doctors 
attending him at the said he would have 
been totally blind had he lived. :

His Mexican friends and neighbors their 
heads, explained he was the most popular Ameri- 
can in the state of Sonora; had no enemies. 

His bride, his father and an aunt arrived too 
late to see him ative. They brought the body back 
to Baltimore for btrial. 


FIVE years later Ted Marburg’s widow married 

wealthy John Wentworth of Chicago. They 
hunted big game on an African honeymoon, 
brought back two cheetah cubs as pets and gained 
public attention when the animals bit'a Chicago 
policeman and a delivery boy. 

The marriage ended in divorce and Harriet 
Marburg Wentworth married Edward L. Hersey 
of St. Paul in 1942, took up residence in Sarasota, 
Fla. |Ted’s father died in March, 1946, while 
in Vancouver, B. C. 

His first wife, the. ex-Baroness de Vavario, 
dropped into obscurity in her native Belgium. 

And in the village of Magdalena, Sonora, 
Mexico, old ranchers bow their heads as they pass 
the Spot where likable Ted Marburg, Jr., received 
his fatal wound. To the question: What could 
he, a man who knew guns and how to handle 
them, have been thinking about to be so careless 
with them? They give a brief answer: 

“Quien sabe? (Who knows?)” 

Perhaps, they add, he had his eyes upon the 
skies and his head was in the clouds, After all, 
he did have the look of the eagle.

ARM animals have brought a for- 
F tune to S&l-yearold Dr, David 

Roberts, but women have brought 
him little except trouble -from the 
prim school teacher who shot and 
killed his first wife 30 years ago to 
the pretty 34-year-old divorcee whose 
“love associations” with the white- 
haired veterinarian were cited by his 
third wife in obtaining a divorce the 
other day in Waukesha, Wis. 

The teacher was Grace Lusk. At 
38 Grace was an old maid who had 
never had a sweetheart and who had 
worked so hard to obtain a bachelor 
of philosophy degree that she was 
just recovering from a nervous break- 
down. 

She had accepted a teaching job 
in the high school at Waukesha, 
where Dr. Roberts, one-time state 
veterinarian, owns one. of the coun- 
try’s largest mail-order dispensaries 
of patent medicines for farm animals. 
Their romance began in 1915 when 
Dr. Roberts asked her to edit a “cow 
book” he had written and, during a 
conference, suddenly kissed her. 

It was the first kiss of love in her 
barren life. and when an attorney 
asked her three years later on the 
witness stand, “What did you do, Miss 
Lusk?” she looked up defiantly and 
replied: 

“I kissed him back,” 

A new life opened up for the re- 
born spinster. For two years she 
and the doctor took trips on an aver- 
age of once a month to Chicago and 
Milwaukee and saw each other “very 
frequently” in Waukesha. He told 
her, she said, that he loved her more

every day, that he hadn't loved his 
wife for years and that he would get 
a divorce so they could marry. 

In the spring of 1917, after he had 
Stalled again and again, she took a 
pistol from her purse and made him 
swear, on a Bible, that he would break 
with his wife before June 15. He 
didn't. Instead, he told his wife that 
Miss Lusk was infatuated with him 
and was “chasing him.” 

Mrs. Roberts vowed she'd put an 
end to that. The doctor tried desper- 
ately to prevent a meeting between 
the two women, and when he learned 
that his wife had gone to the teacher’s 
home, he hurried to the house. Mrs. 
Roberts, shot through the heart, was 
dead on the living room floor. He 
heard another shot upstairs and ran 
for the police. When they arrived, 
Grace was sitting at the head of the 
stairs with blood flowing from a 
wound in her chest. She held the 
officers at bay with the pistol while 
she dictated a statement about the 
doctor’s broken promises. Then she 
staPgered to her room and shot her- 
self again. 

Neither bullet was fatal. She re- 
covered to be convicted of second 
degree murder in May, 1918, with 
Dr. Roberts as the leading witness 
for the prosecution. Using a little 
black diary to refresh his memory, he 

libly recited a list of their meetings 
n various hotels, 

A judge sentenced her to 19 years 
at hard labor and promised, at the 
same timé, “to see that Dr. Roberts 
gets the punishment he deserves.” He 
turned the record of the trial over to 
Milwaukee authorities, with the result 
that the doctor got a year’s term in 
the house of correction there for 
immoral conduct. 

Grace was pardoned because of her 
ill health after serving only five 
years, and died on Sept. 9, 1930, after 
an unsuccessful marriage to some- 
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one identified only as “a professional 
man of good standing.” 

Meanwhile, in 1922, Dr. Roberts 
had married Violet Carlstedt of Wau- 
kesha. Newspapers and _ friends 
throughout the country received rose- 
festooned announcements with pic- 
tures of the bride and groom and the 
New York City church In which the 
wedding took place. ~The announce- 
ments were prepared by an advertis- 
ing agency hired to do the job. 

In 1939, four years after Violet 
died, Dr. Roberts married his 48-year- 
old secretary. It wasn’t a very happy 
union because, Mrs, Theresa Roberts 
said, her generous boss was a miserly 
husband. She said he gave her only 
$5 a week to live on, objected to her 
hospitalization after she broke her 
knee-cap, didn’t want to hire a nurse 
at $12 a week to help her after her 
return home, and hid the household 
meat in the garage so the nurse 
couldn't have any. 

She said he tried to get an ironing 
board to carry her from the hospital 


to their home so he wouldn't have 
to hire an ambulance for $10. 

But it was another woman who 
was blamed for the final break-up. In 
counter-charges to her husband's 
divorce complaint, Mrs. Roberts de- 
clared he had been improperly asso- 
ciating “for the last several years” 
with Mrs. Betty Walker, 34, and very 
attractive. 

At one point, she said, she picked 
up the telephone to call Mrs. Walker 
“and have it out with her,” but Dr. 
Roberts grabbed the phone from her 
hands. 

“T said, ‘Well, Doctor, if that’s the 
way it is, I think I ought to have 
$100,000 for the grief and humiliation 
you've caused me.’” 

The doctor gave her a promissory 
note for that amount, she said, but 
later he effected a reconciliation and 
tore it up. 

At the trial Deputy Sheriff Mike 
Lombardi testified he found Dr. 
Roberts and Mrs. Walker embracing 
in the rear seat of a car parked in

All the Doctor Needed to 
Pursue a Love Which Ended 
‘ in the Slaying of His Wife, 
and Prison for His Sweet- 
heart and Himself. 


the woods. When he asked what was 
going on, he said the doctor replied: 

“I’m prescribing for a sick horse.” 

“I told the doctor that was a heck 
of a way to make out a prescription 
and advised them to move on,” 

Donald Mark, 18, who worked on 
a farm where Mrs. Walker spent con- 
siderable time, said Dr. Roberts was 
a visitor almost.every day. 

“Mrs. Walker would signal him by 
waving a white flour sack from the 
barn and Dr. Roberts would join her 
there for an hour or two,” he said, 

Although the doctor’s original 
charge was that his wife had falsely 
accused him of associations with 
other women, Mrs. Roberts said he 
was the one who was unduly sige 2 
clous. Plump and matronly, she 
smiled grimly on the stand as she 
told of his insinuations that she had 
misbehaved with every man who 
came near the house, even a visiting 
clergyman, 

In granting the divorce, “en 
Edward J. Gehl said it would take 
him severdl weeks to decide how 
much Mrs. Roberts ought to have of 
the doctor’s wealth, officially fixed 
by the court at $279,000. 

She still thought $100,000 would 
be a proper figure.

among the _ excited, gesticulating 
bookmakers who shout their odds “on 
the rails” at Ascot and Epsom and 
other famous British race courses. 

It’s hard to believe that Mrs. Helen 
Vernet hasn't strayed accidentally 
from the enclosure where women 
who look much less aristocratic and 
dress much less stylishly than she are 
chatting with dignified escorts. It’s 
difficult to realize that this charm- 
ing, smiling matron has been a 
“bookie” for more than 30 years, that 
she started on a borrowed five bob 

the equivalent of a dollar-—and now 
takes as many as 5,000 bets a day. 

There was a time almost half a 
century ago when it seemed likely 
that she would be successful in a far 
different. field—-the stage. She was 
only 16 then but she was already play- 
ing small parts with such famous 
actors as Sir Herbert Tree, Sir George 
Alexander and Sir Charles Wyndham. 
She was. sure that she would never 
leave the footlights. 

Across them, nigh? after night, 
she saw a tall, sandy-haired man with 
a close-cropped moustache and wide 
gray-eyes. He was always in‘a front- 
row seat and he watched her every 
moment she was on the stage. When- 
ever she looked at him, he smiled. 

One night he came to her dressing 
room and introduced himself. He 
was George Vernet, a broker with 
a seat on the Stock Exchange. She 
was only 17 when they were married 
after a whirlwind courtship. 

For many years they lived on a 
lavish scale, entertained* widely and 
moved in top-flight London society. 
One morning Vernet informed his 
wife that: a series of bad investments 
had wiped him out. They were vir- 
tually penniless. 

“I stayed awake most of that 
night,” Helen Vernet says, “and just 
before morning I decided what I 
wanted to do. I had been at many 
race tracks and I had often wanted to 
bet, but, like most women, I didn't 
like to approach the row of rough 
men along the rail. Why not a 
bookmaker for women, circulating 
among them so they could make their 
bets without being conspicuous? 

“T told my husband about my idea 
and he scoffed at it. So did mest of 
my friends in whom I confided, but 
I was still confident that it would 
work.” 

She obtained an introduction to 
Arthur Bendir, a member of Lad- 
broke’s, one of England's leading 
bookmaking firms. 

“To my surprise and joy, he said 
he would give me a trial. I could 
start the next day at Sandown Park. 
He advanced me some money for the 
first day’s wagers, but I didn’t dare 


tell him that I didn’t have the five 
bob. that my railroad ticket would 
cost. I borrowed that from a friend.” 
Mrs. Vernet hadn’t realized that it 
is unlawful in England to take bets 
anywhere except at the spot where 
the bookmakers congregate. She 
wandered among her friends in the 
enclosure, mentioning her new call- 
ing, but that day she only had five 
clients. She lost about two dollars. 
The next day she made a small 
profit and many new customers. AS 
she sauntered, slowly through the 
throng, women would hand her slips 
of paper with their bets listed. After 
each race she would collect or pay 
off as unostentatiously as possible. 
It was a nice arrangement’ while 
it lasted because women race-goers 
apparently had been waiting for just 
such an, opportunity to bet without 
attracting attention. The end came 
one rainy day at Ascot while Mrs. 
Vernet strolled through the paddock 
between showers, 
"Tl had ag been taking bets 
and stuffing the slips into my bag 


«when suddenly I felt two strong 


hands on my arms. ‘Come with us,’ 
said one of the two. big men on either 
side of me. They were race-course 
officials. I was taken to the office. 

“They told me I was violating the 
law and threatened to turn me over 
to the pdiice if I ever did it again, but 
worst of all they took all my slips 
away from me. I burst into tears. 
The disgrace of being arrested was 
nothing compared with the thought 
that I would be unable to pay off my 
clients. 

“They were very tough men, but 

the sight of a woman sobbing must 
have softened them a little. Finally 
they gave me back the slips on my 
promise to stay out’ of the enclosure 
thereafter, so I was able to make 
good on all my bets.” 
_ Mrs. Vernet had two choices. She 
could abandon, bookmaking entirely 
or she could join the professionals 
in the betting ring, something that 
no woman had dared to do before. 
She decided to try it. 

“They were very rude to me at 
first,” she recalls. “They said that 
since I couldn’t go to the women any 
more, and the women would have to 
come to me, I wouldn’t have any 
customers. But they were wrong. 
And when they saw that I was there 
to stay, we became friends. I've dis- 
covered that a bookmaker’s heart is 
as big as his voice is loud.” 

Today Mrs. Vernet handles about 
$150,000 worth of bets a year. Most 
of her customers are women, and 
she likes their patronage. o 

“Once in a while they bet on fa- 
vorites,” she says, “but usually they 
go for the long-shots.. They’re ex- 
tremely superstitious. Instead of 
form charts, they rely on hunches 
based on auto license numbers or 
colors or dreams. They like to bet 
on-every race, but when they’re ahead 
they'll stop-—unfortunately for me! 

“Hiusbands can be assured that the 
housekeeping money is safe. Unlike 
men, women don’t plunge. 

“They bet within their means and 
you can be certain they make good 
use of their winnings." 

A widow now, Mrs. Vernet keeps 
a place in the country but she is able 
to get to it only two or three nights 
a week during the racing season. She 
doesn’t want to marry again. She's 
afraid her next husband might turn 
into a horse-player.

© Louise Treadwell Tracy it was 
T as though the universe had 
crashed around her. 

“Nerve deafness—-cause unknown,” 
was the brief notation the doctor 
scribbled on the case file card of her 
baby son, John. 

This terse diagnosis confirmed a 
long-nurtured fear of Louise and her 
young actor-husband, Spencer ‘Tracy 

the blue-eyed, smiling, 10-month- 
old child never had heard their mur- 
mured phrases of affection, and he 
never would hear their voices as long 
as he lived. 

The doctor sensed the turmoil in 
Louise Tracy’s mind. 

“Yes, he’s deaf. He never will 
hear,” he said, gently. “But that 
needn't stop him from being a normal 
child who will live and play and grow 
as normally as a hearing child, And 
it’s your responsibility, not his, Jt is 
up to you to open the way for him 
with patience, understanding and by 
treating him as if he were not deaf.” 

That was nearly 23 years ago. The 
heartened young parents made tie 
prescription work. And now they 
have a handsome, alert, talented son, 
ambitious to become a cartoonist, and 
who is now completing his education 
at a Los Angeles art school. 

And although he cannot hear, 
John Tracy has mastered speech and 
lip reading and carries on a conversa 
tion without effort. Nor is he ill at 
ease on a dance floor. Sensitive to 
vibrations, he absorbs the rhythmic

beat of dance bands from the floor, 
Loulse Tracy has not rested be. 
cause, after years of diligent train 
ing, her son's life has been routed 
into normal = channels. She now 
spends most of her time helping the 
young parents of deaf and hard-of 
hearing children, surmount the prob 
lems which seem so tragically great. 
Since 1942 she has been the direc- 
tor of the John Tracy Clinic on the 
campus of the University of Southern 
California—_an agency devoted to the 
training of deaf children, of pre 
school age, and, most Important of 
all, the training of their parents, 
“The clinic,” svid Mrs. ‘Tracy, “like 
Topsy, was never born, ‘just growed.’ ”’ 
It began at a conference on train- 
ing the deaf at USC. Mrs. Tracy's 
natural interest in the sublect com. 
pelled her to attend, not as a par- 
ticipant, but as just a member of the 
audience. There she met a group of 
young mothers, all grasping eagerly 
for any information that would lead 
them from the void of bewilderment. 
Suddenly, although she never had 
scientifically trained her own son, but 
had learned by trial and error how to 
teach the deaf to communicate, Louise 
Tracy realized that she could help. 


Never a clubwoman, never an or 
panizer in the past, she enlisted the 
aid of 13 interested parents, gained 
the support of USC and of many Los 
Angeles leaders in civic and club 
affairs, and founded the clinic. 

In five years, the clinic has served 
over 2,000 parents and children both 
in classes and consultations, and 
throughout the world by means of 
a correspondence course. 

louise Tracy is quick to point out 
that the clinic is not the only one of 
its kind in the world. 

“But we do feel we are unique In 
that we concentrate chiefly on parent 
education,” she said. “For no matter 
how the child is educated, or where 
public school, private school, or tutor 

the parents ere the most important 
factor in that child's education, Theirs 
is the tnitial§ instruction, every 
word they say to him, everything they 
do for him, everything they do that 
he can see, is instruction. 

“The same can be said about every 
heaving child, of course, but all of 
this is far more important for the 
parents of deaf children to remember, 

“His reactions, his character, his 
belief in people, his friendliness and 
interest, his cooperation with his 
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teachers and the people he meets; in 
fact, his whole future life is dependent 
on what happens to him at home dur- 
ing the first three or four years,” 

Mother and child enter the clinic 
as a unit. Each child has 30 minutes 
of compensatory training daily. This 
includes sense training, speech read- 
ing and speech preparatory..work., 

One day a week the mother ob- 
serves nursery school routine and 
technique as well as the work done 
by the special teacher for the deaf, 

As in most other nursery schools, 
the children arrive at 9 a, m, They 
leave after naptime, about 3 p, m, 

In addition to their day for ob- 
servation, the nursery school mothers 
attend weekly classes in child psy- 
chology and speech, the formation 
and development of sounds. 

‘*The philosophy behind our ap- 
proach to giving deaf children com- 
munication is rooted in the belief that 
it should follow the pattern set by the 
hearing baby,” Mrs. Tracy said. 

“We believe the deaf baby should 
be given at least the same oppor- 
tunity of being exposed to a constant 
flow of language for a year before 
we begin to ask him for speech,” 

First, she said, comes understand- 
ing of language and then, lip move- 
ment without sound in imitation. 

“The child from babyhood learns 
the vibrations of words by placing 
his hand on his mother’s face as she 
talks,” Mrs. Tracy explained, “Then, 
without warning, the imitative sound 
bursts forth when he feels the need 
to communicate and he learns to talk.” 

‘s she talks, the enthusiasm of 
Louise Tracy is undisguised. With 
every sentence on the subject of 
training deaf children she seems to 
recall her own experience with John 
as he developed—-from the confusion 
that beset his parents that day 23 
years ago when they knew he would 
never hear-into a normal youth, 

And now, her own problem solved, 
Loulse Tracy watches happlly as the 
children at the clinic develop day by 
day. She experiences the same joy 
at progress as’ the child’s own 
mother. And she dreams of a day 
when the rankling cliche “deaf and 
dumb” will be a discarded idiom. 

“There is no such thing as a mute 
child,” she says. “They all have voices. 
It's a matter of education. And they 
all can be taught to speak.”

OR lovers, young and aging, here is a good 
F word. Men of science at last have a docu- 

mented answer to an urgent, plaintive ques- 
tion as old as love. 

The question is, “How can we know that our 
love.will last?" The answer is, “If you know it 
is nourished on mutual likes and dislikes, your 
chances are good. If you are counting on love 
at first sight and an impetuous romance, you 
stand to lose.” 

If a couple agree on boogie woogie and table 
manners and a great number of things in be- 
tween, they are more likely to be happy in mar- 
riage than if they try to build their future on 
a whirlwind courtship. 

The conclusions are based on a 10-year study 
of 1,000 couples, first engaged and later married. 


Dr, Ernest W. Burgess, a bachelor and Professor 


of Sociology of the University of Chicago, di- 
rected the work. 

His findings permit science to defy moonlight 
and soft music, and offer a formula for fore- 
casting any two individuals’ chances of lasting 
love and the home of their dreams. 

Dr. Burgess and his researchers talked to 1,000 
coyples and had them answer questionnaires. 
Years later, after the couples had been married, 
many of them were questioned again. 

The Burgess forecasts of their happiness or 
unhappiness largely came true, and the reason 


was good. He had asked the 

young people fundamental and 

intimate questions. He had wanted 

to know (with each person’s replies 

kept in confidence) what their attitudes 

were toward religion, physical attraction for 

each other, the number of children desired, the 

handling of incomes, and the matter of whose 

word in a household finally should be the last 
and deciding one. 

He didn’t leave out moonlight and music, 
either. He asked each to answer truthfully (with. 
out the other’s knowledge): 

“Are you head-over-heels in love, very much 
in love, somewhat in love, or undecided whether 
it is love or not?” 

Then, rating all the answers to the many ques- 
tions, he came to his conclusions mathematically. 
This couple had a fine chance, another couple had 
only a fair chance, another couple really shouldn't 
marry. 

“The couples whose questionnaires indicated 
good adjustment have, in the majority of cases, 
remained together and established happy homes,” 
he reports. 

Take the George Watsons (probably one of 
many by that name) of Chicago. Professor Bur- 
gess mentions them as having had mathematical 
omens of good luck away back when they were 
engaged and looking forward to marriage. 

They agreed then on money matters, recre- 
ations, demonstration of affection, friends- and 
religion. They held identical ideas on table man- 
ners and on ways of arranging for their wedding 
and dealing with their families afterward, 

In short, Dr. Burgess reports, each seemed to 
have the same general philosophy of living. He 
predicted then that they would live a rich and 
satisfying life. 

They were married, They forgot all about the 
strange, detailed questionnaires which the sociolo- 
gist had induced them to fill out when they were 
engaged. Then, years later, the sociologist turned 
up again, and now he reports: 

“When we found them, we came upon a com- 
pletely happy home. They had two children of 
their own and had adopted another.” 

Now, take another couple studied by Dr, Bur 
gess. They were more puzzling personalities and 
their future was one inviting study. 

The young man, answering the questionnaire,

said he expected to be boss of the family. ‘The 
young woman, answering her questionnaire, said 
she expected the bossing to be done 50-50. The 
young man’s father had told him, “It’s up to the 
husband to run things and up to the wife to 
submit.” He'd agreed with that. 

The young woman had.deeply in her mind and 
heart the idea that a husband and wife should talk 
things over, compromise, and come finally to 
agreement, one giving in something at one time, 
another giving in something at another time. 

The young woman wanted to continue working 
after marriage. The young man did not want 
her to do this, although he had no savings. 

They disagreed about friends, and abstract 
ideas, and personal objectives. She wanted a 
child, and he didn’t. 

Yet, they said, they were in love. They could 
not do without each other, so they were married. 
Dr. Burgess (all in secrecy) forecast black clouds 
soon above their home, 


HEY, like the other couple, did not give the 

questionnaires a thought for years, and then 
again there was Dr. Burgess, an inquiring man. 

He found those doomed young people under the 
clouds he had foreseen for them. They quarreled 
violently and often, mostly, the young wife said, 
because her husband insisted on being a dictator. 

He had rneade her give up her job. He had 
ordered her way of life. She felt frustrated and 
embittered. 

“When I visited her,” Dr.. Burgess says, “I 
found her health weakened, She was beset with 
headaches, nervousness and fatigue.” 

Happiness, long since, in that home had van- 
ished. Regret had taken its place. The young 
wife never admitted it outside her own walls. She 
said she would rather live with the zest for living 
gone than she would to seek a divorce and face 
the unspoken disapproval of her friends. 

In another Burgess story of the life and times 
of a couple in love, the questionnaires themselves 
had an unusual effect. ProfesSor Burgess thinks 
of it as an odd example of how acute queries can 
make a man do some thinking he never did before. 

“We found out that the parents of both the 
young woman and the young man had been un: 
happily married,” Dr, Burgess says, “The young 
couple came from homes broken by divorce. 

“The young man was high tempered. The

girl, in the engagement period, admitted she was 
greatly irritated by his tantrums.” 

Those facts, with others that indicated the 
couple had temperaments which clashed, made 
their statistical future dubious. The conclusions 
provided by the answered questionnaires were that 
an unhappy marriage lay ahead. 


THEY, too, married, and years later Dr. Burgess 
came into their lives again. Chart or no chart, 
they were happy, 

"We were a little surpriaed, but very gratified, 
to get their marital questionnaire several years 
later,” he reports. “We had predicted their mar- 
riage would end in divorce—and they were very 
happy.” 

“What we had not taken into accoynt was this: 
Our questionnaire, probing into the individual 
weaknesses and pointing out the dangers, had 
made each of the two young people determined 
to make a success of their marriage. 

“The husband told me later that after filling 
out the questionnaire he had analyzed the reasons 
behind his parents’ failure and divorce. He saw 
his father had always had a high temper. He 
determined to bridle his own, 

“He adopted a plan. Whenever he felt his 
temper rising, he would walk carefully out of the 
house, refrain from slamming the door and pace 
slowly around the block. 7 

“Furthermore, he.covenanted with his fiancee 
a e no differences remain between them over- 
night. 

“If a difference arose between him and her, 
it had to be settled,- he said, before they went to 
sleep. (There, Dr. Burgess believes, he had come 
upon a fundamental of a happy home). In this 
any differences did not develop into chfonic con- 

cts.” 

The young husband, after studying the ques- 
tionnaire, had recalled the sad, old, futile money 
trouble between his mother and father. His 
father, he said, had leafed out dollar bills to his 
mother for household’ expenses as if he were 
conferring a favor. She, naturally, had often made 
a racket. 

“So he determined,” says Dr. Burgess, “to 
avoid that situation in his own home. He started 
a joint bank account with his wife and they 


established a budget. They’ve never had a quarrel 
over money.” 

Both the husband and the wife, the Professor 
said, had been intelligent enough to foresee danger 
ahead, on the basis of the questionnaire, and to 
forestall it. The questions themselves had made 
an impression on their minds and served as mar- 
riage counselors. 

Now, since the subject is older than the rocks, 
there is no dodging the possibility of the entry of 
The Other Woman into any marriage. The re- 
searchers realized that more than ever before 
wherr they made another check up on this same 
couple. 

This couple had sas a sensible effort to over- 
come various obstacles. They were making out 
well. Then there came a change. 

“Three years later we made a routine check,” 
Dr. Burgess says. “We found they had parted. 
The wife, grief-stricken, told me the story. 

“It was the eternal triangle. Another woman 
had entered in, and the huaband had left home,” 


O THE Professor’s mathematics in this case 
held good at the end. They had indicated the 
couple were not suited to each other. The couple 
had tried honestly to beat the figures. 
. Their marriage, weak at the foundation, could 
not defeat The Other Woman. 

Among the 1,000 engaged couples studied, Dr. 
Burgess found that 15 per cent broke their en- 
gagement. Most of them, when questioned, said 
they had been only “‘somewhat in love.” 

Among these broken engagements, 36 per cent 
were due to the girls’ rejection of the men; 24 per 
cent were due to the young men’s decision. 

After marriage, the Professor’s study showed, 
men were more likely to be stable and happy if 
they had never had any steady girl other than 
the one they married. 

Next in line with best chances of happiness 
(according to this single phase of the inquiry) 
were those who had had from one to five sweet- 
hearts before marriage. ‘Those who had had six 
or more weren't good risks at all. 

«. Among girls, those who married their first and 
only sweetheart had the best chance of a good 

then those who had had only two sweet- 
hearts: and then, strangely, those who had had 
six or more steady fellows before marriage.

“A high proportion of the couples who despite 
obvious differences shown in their questionnaires 
remained maladjusted, even though some of the 
homes have not yet broken up in divorce,” Pro- 
fessor Burgess says. 

“On the other hand, the couples whose ques- 
tionnaires indicated good adjustment, in the ma- 
jority of cases, have remained together and 
established happy homes.” 

His findings indicate, he says, that marriage 
counselling should be a required course of study 
in medical, theological and law schools, If it 
were, he points out, 
serve the home most closely would be competent 
to give advice to couples who need it most. 

He thinks that questions as personal as those 
as he asked in his series for both engaged couples 
and married people would be serviceable. 

To engaged couples, for example, he inquired: 

“How would you rate the physical appearance 
of your fiance(e): Very good looking? Good 
looking? Fairly good looking? Plain looking? 
Very plain looking?” 

He asked them What they thought about having 
children, one, or two, or more. He probed deeply 
their church activity and their background of 
education. 

To married couples, he inquired: 

“What is your attitude toward your mother- 
in-law: Like her very much? Considerably? 
Somewhat? A little? Dislike her? 

“If children have been born to you, what ef- 
fect have they had on your happiness? 

“To what extent do you think you knew your 
mate’s weak points before marriage?

“In leisure time, do you (or he) prefer to stay 
home, or be on the go?

ESIDES teaching marriage facts in colleges, Dr. 
Burgess believes, specific information on social 
and hereditary facts that endanger marriage 
should be placed before high school students even 
as early as the freshman year. 

Churches also could exert a favorable Iinflu- 
ence, Dr. Burgess says, by including a lesson on 
marital happiness in Sunday School manuals. 

Clergymen, the Professor declares, could per- 
form a particularly valuable service if they would 
break away from traditions and regard as their 
own problem the future of engaged couple whom 
they expect to join in marriage. They should re- 
quire couples to receive practical and detailed 
marriage counselling before the wedding. 

This counselling, he thinks, should take up the 
matter of their backgrounds, and he suggests that 
his own method of probing into the reasons for or 
against a certain marriage would be helpful, 

Best of all, Professor Burgess believes, the 
pathway toward marriage should be started in 
high school. Give the boys and girls facts, he 
says. Try to make them think. If and when they 
do, there still will be intangibles to assail them. 

With information, they will not be wholly de- 
fenseless, as so many have been before. They 
will be armored a little, anyway, against the dusk 
and the moonlight.

In clouds that are not 
supercooled, Dr. Langmuir — said, 
water can be used instead of dry ice. 
The chain reaction will result in rain, 
provided that certain conditions, such 
as a vertical air current, prevail. 

Dr. Langmuir predicted that*with- 
in a few years science, through its 
new rain-making knowledge, can con- 
vert arid tracts such as that in South- 
ern California into crop-producing 
lands, and may even be able to abol- 
ish damage effects from hurricanes. 

Schaefer quit school after his 
sophomore year in Schenectady high 
school to go to work and help sup- 
port his large family. He got in the 
G.E. course to learn tool-making. 

All the time, he kept up his hob- 
bies. He was co-editor of a magazine 
on archeological research, which, al- 
though put out by a bunch of kids, 
had a circulation among serious 
archeologists all over the world, 

Also while an apprentice, he took 
a course in tree surgery, and quit the 
laboratory for a year or so to go into 
that field. He found out that working 
in the outdoors wasn’t quite as fasci- 
nating as making a living indoors; 
so he went back to the laboratory. 

He became interested in adult edu- 
cation, and the boy who never fin- 
ished high school almost became a 
teacher. Because he had had stage 
fright. when reading the valedictory 
in grammar school graduation exer- 
cises, he went in for public speaking, 
and frequently attended meetings of 
one kind or another seven days a 
week. He met the girl he married 
while on a cross-country hike. 

During the depression, he and a 
brother bought a barn, tore it down, 
and built his house out of the timber. 

His greenhouse, where he plans to 
carry on plant experimentation, was 
given to him in exchange for some 
surgery on the owner’s trees. He 
moved it himself. 

The war just finished was signifi- 
eant for the speed and efficiency 
with which our army could camou- 
flage any desired area from the 
enemy with a thick impenetrable 
smoke screen. This was due to the 
genius of Schaefer. 

Once, when the laboratory was 
floundering, Schaefer went to a dime 
store, bought an oil can, put some 
petrolatum in it, heated it over a 
hot plate, and turned out exactly 
what was wanted. 

It is the simplicity of all of Schae- 
fer’s inventions which provokes the 
admiration of great scientists like 
Langmuir. 

When Schaefer got back from the 
first man-made snowstorm in his- 
tory, technicians gathered around 
him with congratulations, He was 
grinning, but not because of the snow. 

“Say,” he enthused, “guess what 
I saw coming back in the plane—a 
brand-new place to find arrowheads!”

F YOU believe that electricity is a new wonder 
in the art of healing, and if you think that weird 

electric devices which no one understands may 
help you from illness to health, be careful. The 
fakers are waiting for you. 

Able medical men, particularly those trained 
in the use of electric devices, perhaps can cure 
you. The fakers may sell you a useless machine 
or prescribe a futile course of treatments. 

No promise is beyond the charlatans and no 
machine too absurd for their promotion. Their 
hocus-pocus would be funny if their patients’ death 
certificates didn’t so pitifully darken the record. 

This«can’t be discerned by any investigator of 
hoaxes without Albert Abrams, sharp-eyed and 
commanding, coming to mind. He stands as dean 
of bogus electrotherapy; there is no one above 
him, no one beside him, the others are his emula- 
tors. He used one fantastic machine for diagnosis, 
another more fantastic machine for treatment, 
He could, he said, cure anything. 

Thousands, with the fervor of cultists, be- 
lieved him. They paid him. His worthless con- 
trivances, once so seemingly miraculous, gather 
dust now as a warning to every one disposed to 
heed a mountebank. 


E CAME into “sure cures” from the top, down. 

The University of Heidelberg graduated him, he 
once was a professor of pathology in the Cooper 
Medical College in San Francisco, and for a while 
Albert. Abranis’ scientific papers were called 
sound and penetrating. | 

After that, strange machines began to whirr 
and glow in his mind. He came on to the time 
when he said triumphantly: 

“It is no longer difficult for me. By my sys- 
tem of ‘electronic reactions’ I can discern clearly. 
I need only a drop of a patient’s blood. My ‘dyna- 
mizer’ does the rest.” 

The “dynamizer,” to be exact, required the drop 
-of blood, he said. It then could determine the 
nature of any ill.. It was the electric. or as he 
said electronic-—diagnostician. 

His claims didn’t stop there. His mind was 
always reaching from peak to peak. 

“The ‘dynamizer’ aiso is able to determine 
whether a patient, having submitted a drop of 
blood, is in sympathy with one philosophy of life 
or another.” 

His was the old story, still new, of the greater 
the claim the greater the power over the credulity 
of people waiting for a promise. 

Albert Abrams, renegade from science, made 
the promise and offered the proof. He played 
upon the mystery inherent in electricity and the 
awe that is native to a locked cabinet. His “dyna- 
mizer’” was a locked cabinet. It was electronic 
and unexplainable, he said, but it could tell what 
troubled you. 

He would stand beside the locked box in his 
Jaboratory in San Francisco. His piercing eyes 
would dart from a worried patient, near by, toa 
healthy subject needed for the diagnosis. 

“We are ready? Here, on this white blotter, is 
my patient’s drop of blood. I insert the blotter 
into the ‘dynamizer.’ The ‘dynamizcr’ in turn is 
connected by a wire to a strip of metal pressed 
to the forehead of my healthy, cooperating sub- 
ject. My healthy subject is standing, facing west. 
That is necessary. He is standing in a dim light. 
‘That also is necessary.” 


THE healthy subject would stand in the dim light 

and the great doctor would tap his abdomen. 
By doing that, Dr. Abrams said, he could deter- 
mine by the machine’s aid where his patient's 
trouble was and what its nature. 

Patients believed this, as other distraught 
people believe other hocus-pocus today. They 
even believed when the drop of blood was sent 
by mail. They believed finally when Abrams 
said there was no need to send blood, an auto- 
graph would do. 

“Here is a specimen of my handwriting. I 
sometimes have a sharp pain in my left side. 
Often it is a dull pain.” o 

The communication would be popped into the 
“dynamizer.” Then Dr. Abrams would diagnose. 
In a formal report, his words were impressive 
double-talk: 

“The psychologist can tell us nothing about 
emotions, and the same fate is accorded to ideas. 
It appears that from handwriting and blood, re- 
ligious belief may be determined despite the re- 
ception of this fact as stultiloquence. From hand- 
writing and blood the determination of disease 
also is within our realm.” 

The tapping on the healthy subject’s abdomen 
fixed the point of the patient’s malady, and its

characteristics. The doctor’s second locked cab- 
inet treated the malady. 

This second box was the “oscilloclast.” It 
“conquered” disease because it applied to the pa- 
tient the same “vibratory rate’ as that of the 
ailment from which the patient was suffering. 

Cures were reported. They always are, what- 
ever the mountebank’s effrontery, from snake oil 
vendor under gasoline flare to frock-coated faker 
in a dim lighted laboratory. Dr. Albert Abrams 
branched out. 

He gave phonies everywhere (and some gulli- 
ble and honest men) a chance to lease and use 
the two Incomparable cabinets, 

At $200 a course he took on disciples in 
“spondylotherapy and electrical diagnosis.’ For 
$198, “No apparatus sold on credit— -terms cash” 
—he furnished equipment. 


O ONE could buy. Every one had to lease. The 

lessee had to sign a contract not to open a 
magic device after it was received. He must trust 
it, as patients must trust it. 

Both operator and patient must have faith in 
the idea that each disease “has a vibration rate.” 
Both must believe that the Abrams devices cured 
disease by the application of its “vibration rate.” 

In every part of the country in the 1920's, 
down-at-the-heel hoaxers responded, They set up 
shabby shop in side streets and third floor walk. 
ups. They were “electronic specialists.” 

“So easy to do. So wonderful for you. Merely 
send a drop of blod on a piece of blotting 
papé¢r.” 

Ridicule and denunciation began to mix with 
testimonials. 

“The absurdity of the ‘electronic specialists’ 
was demonsivated by sending to some of Albert 
Abrams’ disciples specimens of blood purported 
to be from patients who were ill but actually taken

from animals,” the American Medical Association 
reported. 

““One physician sent an Abrams disciple a 
drop of blood from a healthy, guinea pig. The 
Abramite diagnosed the case as general cancer 
and tuberculosis of the genito-urinary tract. 

“Another physician sent a few drops of sheep’s 
blood on blotting paper. A diagnosis came back 
of hereditary syphilis with-an offer to guarantee 
a cure for $250.” ; 

Abrams the seer, Heidelberg and his honorable 
days now long forgotten, seemed immune {o this. 
He-never retracted a claim. He was always per- 
fecting the insides of the electrical cabinets in 
sides up to then unexposed, 

“Many of the individuals who purported to 
diagnose and treat by means of the Abrams sys- 
tem simply charged their victims for diagnosing 
diseases which did not exist,” the Medical Associa- 
tion then charged. 

“Thereafter these practitioners mulcted their 
victims by treating them for conditions that did 
not exist. For a time it was a gold mine for 
dabblers. Abrams’ disciples were reported to be 
taking in from $1,000 to $2,000 a day.” 


T COULDN’T last, as no phase of medical non- 

sense can last. The storm against it grew too 
great. The time came when the long locked 
hoxes gave up their mystery. 

Inside them, the American Medical Associa- 
tion. reports, was “a veritable jungle of electric 
wires, violating all the sound rules of electric 
construction.” 

Professor R. A. Millikan, former head of the 
California Institute of Technology and winner of 
the Nobel Prize in physics, verified this. 

“If a microorganism has any natural fre- 
quency at all,” he said, “it would have to be mil- 
lions of times higher than any audible frequency 
of the kind they use in this treatment. The claim 
that they are finding and then imposing upon 
disease its own natural frequency is simply the 
height of ignorance in view of the kind of physi- 
cal mechanism with which they are dealing.” 

He didn’t stop there. He labelled the cabinets 
with a classic phrase. 

" “They are the kind of device a ten-year-old boy 
would build to fool an eight-year-old,” he said. 

With a silly toy under a high sounding name,

did play a great part in the mystical features of 
the scheme. The smaller coil was also of in- 
sulated wire having its two free ends attached to 
a miniature light socket containing a flashlight 
bulb. 

When the larger coil was plugged into an elec- 
tric light socket carrying an alternating current, 
there would be generated, of course, a weak 
fluctuating magnetic field. This would make the 
flashiight bulb in the small coil light up (due to 
the induced current) when the small coil was 
brought close to, but not touching, the large coil.

I-on-a-co on my husband...” That was the be- 
ginning of one testimonial. 

“Pernicious Anemia Case Restored to Health—- 
I became very ill and I turned to I-on-a-co...” 
Thus another began. 

“Deaf Hear-—-One I-on-a-co treatment greatly 
helped my deafness...” 

That was the tenor of the claims. “Baldness 
Cured.” “Gallstones Cured,” “Cancer Re- 
moved.” “Goiter Reduced.” There even was one 
headed: “The Dumb Talk—-I was paralyzed, uf- 
able to move hand or foot, and then I-on-a-co.. .” 

It was grotesque, it was heartrending, and 
Wiltshire the opportunist, who was proud because 
he resembled George Bernard Shaw, profited to 
his dying day. 

After him and Abrams, the deluge. The flood 
of grandiose claims for nonsensical electrical 
trifles. Sometimes it seems that new ones have 
puzzled the American people every few days. 

Federal law enforcers have tried to keep up 
with them. ‘They’ve caught some. They've put 
the fear of law into others. But the fetleral 
ranks and appropriations are, limited. The bold- 
ness of the hoaxers is boundless.

LL too long, fate had been mark- 
ing time. But in March, 1892, 
it struck a fresh scent, and the 

pursuit was on. 
Back in December, a Mr. Dro. 
ven. and his young wife had 
moved into a small house on Andrew St., Wind 
sor, a suburb of Melbourne, Australia. But Mrs. 
Droven had not been seen since the day before 
Christmas, her husband since early January. 


Several prospective tenants had obtained the 
keys and looked over the premises. But they had 
found the atmosphere oppressive. 

Finally the owner had investigated, and he 
had also learned of “a fearful scream” being 
heard on Christmas Eve. Then he had communi- 
cated with the police. 

Officers traced the trouble to the fireplace in 
a bedroom. Here the hearth had been removed 
and concrete substituted. Picks and shovels re. 
vealed more concrete underneath, and below: that 
a freshly dug grave containing the body of a 
young woman in her nightdress.- 

Her head had been battered and her throat 
slashed. 

The missing husband, a well-dressed, talkative 
fellow about 40 years old, had described himself 
as an engineers’ toolmaker, and had spoken with 
a distinctly British accent. 

Before occupying the house he had purchased 
a few essential articles of second-hand furniture. 
The day after taking possession, he had ordered 
a quantity of cement. 

One clew found in the house was a family 
Bible which had belonged, apparently, to a Mrs. 
Mather of Rainhill, England, a small town in 
Lancashire, not far from Liverpool. 

Acting on a cable from Melbourne, the Rain- 
hill police interviewed Mrs. Mather, a widow who 
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ran a newspaper and stationery business near the 
local hotel. It developed that the victim unearthed 
in Australia had been her daughter, Emily. 

She related that Emily, then assisting in the 
stationery store, had made the acquaintance of 
a most attractive man named Albert Williams 
the previous summer. 

Williams, a guest at the hotel, wore valuable 
rings, dressed elegantly,.and talked flamboyantly 
of his travels and his important connections. 

He had visited the region, he had explained, 
as the representative of a Colonel Brooks, who 
had arrived in England from abroad and had com- 
missioned him to find a suitable house hereabouts. 

“Mr. Williams had been to Australia and 
South Africa,” said Mrs. Mather. “He had in his 
possession a regular armory of native weapons. 
One of them was a small battle-ax. He told us 
that he had used this ax in a furious fight with 
a notorious bushranger, and killed him.” 

Williams obviously had taken much pleasure 
out of exhibiting the scars of old wounds Ssus- 
tained, one readily gathered, in heroic exploits 
in various wild corners of the world. 

“IT can’t say that I was favorably impressed by 
him,” Mrs. Mather continued, “because he struck

me as being over-boastful. But Emily was com- 
| ely dazzled. He swept her off her feet with his 
wooing and gifts of jewelry and before she had 
known him a week they were engaged.” 

She said he had told them that he had been 
offered a position in Melbourne at a salary of 
2,000 pounds a year, and that he would have to 
sail in November. 

A few days before the wedding, solemnized 
on Sept. 22, Williams had given a farewell dinner 
at the hotel to “the many friends I have made 
in Rainhill.” His health had been drunk, as well 
as the health of his prospective bride, and he had 
graced the occasion with several songs, 

Immediately after the wedding ceremony, and 
before they left for their honeymoon at New 
Brighton, Williams had taken Emily to inspect 
a house he had rented for Colonel Brooks in 
Lawton road, just outside of town. 

The starry-eyed bride probably had’ not noticed 
that a section of the kitchen had been newly 
cemented. 

“IT saw them off when they sailed,” Mrs. 
Mather concluded, “little dreaming that I would 
never, see my poor child again. I had no«reason 


to believe that she had made a terrible mistake. 
Invariably, in the letters that came from the 
various ports at which they stopped, Emily re- 
ferred to Albert in the highest terms. She seemed 
blissfully happy.” 


ASE OF THE 


At the Rainhill hotel, police officers learned 
that Williams had described himself as an “In- 
spector of Regiments.” 

Seemingly a _ genial, - hail-fellow-well-met, he 
had stood drinks freely with one and all, regaled 
the citizenry with numerous glamorous accounts 
of his adventures, and paid marked attention to 
a pretty waltress, 

She, however, had. been somewhat less than 
enchanted by him, which turried out to be a most 
fortunate reaction on her part. 


N ONE occasion, it was related, Williams had 

given the village something of a start by 
appearing on the main street decked out in a 
glittering military uniform..It was assumed that 
this was the outfit he wore when performing his 
duties as Inspector of Regiments, a non-existent 
rank in the British army. 

After renting the seven-room house on Lawton 
road, Known as Dinham Villa, Williams had 
rented furniture for three rooms. He had in- 
formed acquaintances that he expected a visit 
from his sister and her four children—a visit 
that would be of short duration, he said, because 
they would soon join the’ husband and father in 
California. 

Neighbors had observed a woman at the house 
in early September, and caught glimpses of chil- 
dren playing in the garden. Then they had been 
seen no more. 

Williams had also stayed at the place during 
that brief period of five or six days. Then he had 
returned to the hotel, explaining that he had 
found the house rather lonely after seeing his 
sister and the children off for Port Said, E 4 

At this point, another name comes into focus 
—Frederick Bailey Deeming. 

. 


Fred Deeming’s travels and pertinent activities 
got under way in 1883, when he was about 30. 
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Previously he had led a routine life as a plumber 
and gasfitter in and about Birkenhead; it wasn’t 
until he had left England that he really began 
to branch out, 

In 1883, two years after his marriage to Marie 
James, a dark-eyed, dark-haired Birkenhead girl, 
Deeming shipped as a steward on an Australian 
liner for the purpose of working his passage to 
Sydney. Mrs. Deeming and her first child boarded 
with his folks pending the time she would re- 
join him “down under.”’ 

Arriving in Sydney, Deeming soon got work, 
but he fell a-foul of the law when he took to 
stealing, instead of repairing, the plentiful gas- 
fittings of the community. 

Only a few days after he cabled Mrs. Deeming 
to take passage and join him, he was arrested, 
convicted and sentenced for his larcenies. How- 
ever, he was released in time to meet the boat, 
and so his wife remained in ignorance of what 
had happened. 

Deeming now went into business for himself, 
but he proved over-aggressive, extravagant and 
unreliable. 

Presently, having filed a petition in bankruptcy, 
he was arrested for fraudulent practices, but 
chose not to stand trial. He jumped his bail and 
skipped to Port Adelaide with his family, which 
now included two children. 


But, as Deeming discovered, Yorkshire wasn't 
South Africa. 

En route to Montevideo, first port of call, 
Deeming became —e of the customary con- 
cert in aid of the Seamen's Orphanage; also, he 
headed the subscription list with a liberal donation. 

As the Coleridge lay at anchor at Montevideo 
on Easter Monday, a policeman came aboard and 
placed the deceptive Deeming under arrest. 

Loud-mouthed and uncooperative, he proved a 
difficult charge. But they got him back to Hull, 
and in October, 1890, he received a _nine- -month 
term, which he served in full. 

Then he set up headquarters in Rainhill. His 
name was now Albert Williams, 


AP LER Mrs. Mather related the circumstances 
of her daughter’s marriage to Albert Wil- 
liams, police officers entered the silent house on 
Lawton road, which he said he rented for Colonel 
Brooks. While a curious, wide-eyed crowd milled 
about outside, they Went to work on the kifchen 
floor with pick and shovel. 

They found the body of a woman. and four 
children. All were in their nightclothes. 

The throats of all had been cut—all but the 
youngest child, who had been strangled. 

Deeming’s brother hastened from Birkenhead 
and immediately identified the victims as Fred’s 


house for himself and his prospective bride. 

Deeming showered his “darling Kate” with 
love letters and telegrams. Then he sent her 20 
pounds with the possibly ominous remark that 
“everything was ready.” 

Miss Rounsfell started for Southern Cross, 
She never got there. 

Deeming intercepted her? No. Somebody in- 
tercepted Deeming. 

Before the young woman could complete the 
journey that might soon have had a sequel in 
a concrete grave, she learned that her beloved 
had been arrested, and that he was being called 
one of the most infamous criminals of the age. 

The prisoner was first escorted under heavy 
guard to Perth, He violently resisted his captors 
every step of the way. 

He denied that he was Deeming, denied that 
he had ever been in Rainhill, denied that he had 
ever known Emily Mather. He snorted that it 
was “a scandal that a man of his respectability 
should be accused of things like murder.” 

Even after he had been confronted by a fellow 
passenger on a voyage from England, he con- 
tinued to insist that it was a case of mistaken 
identity. 

“If you are not Deeming and Williams and 
Swanston,” asked a police official, “then who 
are you?” 


CONCRETE HEARTHSTONE 


It was while he was in Port Adelaide, a period 
of 30 days, that Deeming decided to have nothing 
more to do with the plumbing game, or any other 
legitimate business. 

Presently he and his family dropped anchor 
in Cape Town, South Africa. 

At that time, the diamond boom was in full 
career. Fresh discoveries were being made almost 
daily, and new fields exploited. From all quarters 
of the globe, adyenturers converged on Cape Tewn, 
Port Elizabeth, Johannesburg, Kimberley and 
Durban. Crime abounded, law and order did not. 

For Deeming, the situation approached the 
ideal. He dressed well, talked loud and boastfully, 
and got away with practically anything he put his 
hand and mind to, jewelers being his special prey. 
Usually he posed as/a mine manager. 

Between times, he robbed the National Bank 
of Johannesburg of a considerable sum—not at 
gunpoint nor by cracking its safe, but purely via 
persuasive self-selling. That is, he obtained a 
large loan, then left town. 

e reappeared in Klerksdorf, where he wan- 
gled a good job as manager of a gold mining 
company. He did this“by representing himself as 
having held a similar post with the Mount Morgan 
Gold Mining Co. of Queensland. 

In his new surroundings, as in Johannesburg, 
he invaded the higher brackets of local magnates, 
and soon had them snapping at his bait. 


FIRST he confided that he owned the controlling 

interest in several properties_of immense poten- 
tiality; a mere spoonful of capital, he said, would 
be enough to develop the thing into—well, a ver- 
itable gold mine. 

One interested capitalist got the jump on his 
rivals by hastening to Cape Town to investigate 
the claims. A few days later this man’s agent 
in Johannesburg received a wire from Cape Town 
—a wire sent not by the capitalist but by: Deem- 
ing—instructing the agent to pay the prospector 
“not more than 2,200 pounds.” 

Deeming followed this up by calling on the 
agent and exchanging the deeds of ownership for 
—not 2,200 but 2,800 pounds. Before taking his 
leave, Deeming promised to appoint the agent his 
secretary. The appointment turned out to be as 
valueless as the deeds. 

The erstwhile plumber shifted to Cape Town, 
where he put his wife and children on a boat 
for England. He himself assumed the name, of 
Leevey and boarded a collier for Aden, only,a 
few jumps ahead of the police. At Aden he tran- 
shipped to Southampton, but prudently decided 
to proceed by sea to Hull, far up on the east coast. 

With the intention of shaking off pursuit, he 
shuttled from town to town—Birkenhead, where 
his wife and children ‘were staying with his 
brother, Camberwell, Stockton-on-Tees, London— 
and then caught a steamer for Australia. At Port 
Said, he left the ship and doubled back to England. 

At Hull and Beverley he posed as the Aus- 
tralian millionaire relative of a British statesman. 
He proposed marriage to the landlady of his hotel 
at Beverley, but she declined. However, he soon 
snared another local woman, a widow, and disap- 
peared with her jewels shortly after the ceremony. 

It was now March, 1890, time for fate to catch 
up with Deeming, if only momentarily. 

Back in Hull, he fraudulently obtained 285 
pounds worth of jewelry from a goldsmith in 
Whitefriargate, caught the next train for South- 
ampton, and sailed away for Australia on the 
SS. Coleridge.

wife and children. The news was flashed to 
Australia, and a detective set sail at once to ar- 
rest the suspect in the event justice failed in the 
Emily Mather murder. 

Meanwhile, as related, the man named Droven 
had quit the little house on Andrew st., Windsor, 
in early January—Jan. 5, to be exact. He had 
taken a boat for Sydney, posing as one “Baron 
Swanston.” Aboard the boat he had become con- 
spicuous because of his swaggering, boastful 
behavior. 

Aboard the same boat was a Miss Kate Rouns- 
fell, an exceedingly respectable young woman who 
was on her way to visit her sister and brother-in- 
law in Bathurst. 

Baron Swanston—-whom we will call Deeming 
—lost no time in courting Miss Rounsfell. 

As with other women subjected to his wiles, 
she had been impressed by his resplendent attire, 
his diamond rings, and his lofty talk. 

As with Emily Mather, his high-powered woo- 
ing just about hypnotized her. 

When the ship reached Bathurst, Miss Rouns- 
fell introduced this man-—soon to be hunted as 
a six-ply killer--as her future husband. 

Within a few days, by means af forged ref- 
erences and testimonials, Deeming maneuvered 
himself into a job as an engineer at a gold mine 
in Southern Cross. He left his fiancee with her 
relatives in Bathurst while he hastened to South- 
ern Cross. One of his first moves was to rent a 


“You have no right to ask,” he replied. 

Later, however, he admitted the marriage to 
Miss Mather, but stated that he knew nothing of 
the woman whose body had been buried under 
the fireplace of the house in Windsor. He asserted 
that Emily had deserted him for another man, 
and that she was still alive. 

From Perth he was taken to Sydney, ‘then 
to Adelaide, and finally to Melbourne. Huge 
crowds gathered at every stopping place, causing 
the prisoner to protest, most indignantly, against 
being tréated “like a_wild animal in a menagerie.” 

In the ensuing days, he put on a very realistic 
imitation—if imitation it was—of a madman. His 
fits of frenzy were frightening; he had to be 
constantly under restraint and medical care. 
Sometimes it took four guards to get him under 
control. 

He himself insisted that there had been in- 
sanity in his family, that his parents had been 
deranged, and that he could not be held respon- 
sible for his acts. 

As for his trial in Melbourne, he treated it 
asa joke. He insulted the witnesses, the judge, 
and his own .cour.sel. Between sneers, he ogled 
the women in the courtroom, 


HILE Kate Rounsfell was on the stand, he 

made repeated efforts to attract her atten- 
tion. When she stepped down, after giving her 
testimony, he shouted, “Katie! Katie!” She paid no 
attention then, nor later when he wrote her letters - 
to visit him in his cell. 

The prosecution suggested that the murders 
had been carefully planned and carried out, that 
the motive had been Deeming’s desire to rid him- 
self of persons who had become an expense and 
an inconvenience, 

Of course, the verdict was “guilty,” and the 
jury added a special rider stating that in their 
opinion the defendant was altogether rational 
and sane. 

Deeming then madé a long, rambling speech 
which lasted nearly an hour. He denounced the 
press as having “grossly misjudged the case.” 
He declared that the Australian people had “made 
a show of him and treated him like a wild beast 
in the forest.” 

He told the court that he was insane, that 
papers were on their way from England that 
would prove this, that there was madness in his 
blood. 

He said Emily Mather was still alive. 

He said he supposed he must have killed his 
wife and children, but he could not remember 
doing so. ; 

He said his dead mother’s voice had urged 
him to do mad things. 

He said that the people in the courtroom were 
the most ugly and hateful collection he had ever 
seen or heard of, and he cursed them all. 

While he awaited death on the gallows, the 
qwner of Dinham Villa in Rainhill had the house 
torn down, asserting that he would not permit 
a brick of it to remain standing; the wax-workers 
of Tussaud’s exhibition in Baker st. began model- 
ing a reproduction of Deeming; and a secret com- 
mission began to consider the question of his 
mental state. 

But suddenly they had to suspend their sit- 
tings, the news having arrived that Frederick 

Bailey Deeming had been hanged May 23, 1892.

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STUFFED GRAPE’ LEAVES

IA THE grapevine I heard of a delectable dish that 

aroused my curiosity—-Grape leaves with lamb and 
rice, stewed in lemon sauce. On a recent visit to New 
York, I decided to investigate this old combination — 
and it was well worth my trip-to the Village. 

I wanted to test my culinary skill, so I asked the chef 
how the dish could be pre- 
pared and where to buy the 
grape leaves (salted or fresh, 
if.in season). I found this 
treat very simple to cook 
and enjoyed its differ 
ent. flavor so much that | 
now have it quite often. So 
folks, if you’re interested in 
pleasing the hungry male 
animal, here’s how:

Fine Silver 


FOR most people, selecting 
a set of fine silverware 
is a once-in-a-lifetime affair. 
The event, therefore, should 
be honored with thought 
and preparation. 

If you can afford sterling, 
by all means get it. If not, 
good-looking, well-made sil- 
ver plate is available, the 
best of which should last at 


least 30 years before the 
base metal starts to show 
through. 


Pieces to Buy 
A YOUNG married couple 
just starting out may 
find it possible to begin 
their set with place settings 
for only two. Six standard 
pieces belong to each set- 
ting. ‘They are dinner knife, 
dinner fork, teaspoon, salad 
fork, soup spoon, and but- 
ter spreader. Later, other 
pieces can be added to each 
setting accofding to individ- 
ual needs—a luncheon fork 
and luncheon knife, a des- 
sert spoon or after-dinner 
coffee spoon, an oyster fork 
or iced tea spoon. Be sure to 
ask your dealer if the pat- 
tern you select will be avail- 
able over the length of time 
you intend to take to com- 
plete your set. 
A family which gives fre- 
quent buffet suppers will 


want to have extra forks; 


the hostess who entertains 
at afternoon tea will need 
more teaspoons. If you 
don’t give formal dinners 
often, you may wish to omit 
the large dinner knife and 
fork altogether and use the 
luncheon knife and fork for 
all occasions. 

Serving pieces which can 
be added from time to time 
include tablespoons, butter 
knife, gravy ladle, salad 
fork and spoon, carving 
knife and fork, cold meat 
fork, sugar spoon, pie ser- 
ver, preserve spoon, lemon 
fork, olive spoon, and jelly 
knife. 


High Standards 


INCE solid silver would 
be much too soft for 
practical use, an alloy of 


copper is used with the sil- 


ver to make it strong and 
durable. Under U. S. gov- 
ernment standards, silver 
pieces must contain 92.5% 
pure silver in order to bear 
the label, “sterling.” 


The difference in the 
value of sterling pieces is 
determined by weight and 
design, The heavier the 
piece, the more expensive it 
will . 

Plated flatware varies a 
great deal in quality. The 
best pieces have a heavy 
silver coating and are rein- 
forced at points of most 
wear. This reinforcement 


is accomplished by overplat- _ 


ing extra coats of silver or 
by inlaying blocks of silver 
at vulnerable points. 


Pattern 


Cc of pattern is a 
personal thing, and will, 
of course, reflect your own 
taste and preference. Re- 
member that you will have 
your silver a long while and 
it is imperative to select a 
pattern so well designed 
that it will stand this test 
of time. 

If you have inherited heir- 
loom silver, and need to 
make additions, it is accept- 
able to mix patterns. 


Initialing 


EVERAL factors should 
be taken into considera- 


tion if you decide to initial 


your silver. First, choose a 
style of lettering which will 
enhance the design of the 
silver, not detract from it. 
Your jeweler will be able to 
advise you on what is ap- 
propriate, If your pattern is 
quite elaborate, you can 
have initials put on the 
back. 

You must also decide 
whether you wish embossed 
(raised) or engraved (de- 
pressed) initials. 

It is correct to use just 
the initial of your last 
name, or you can use three 
initials, whichever looks 
better on your aliiver,
